Combine filling ingredients; spread 
over meat; press remaining meat mixture over filling. 

Measure pie crust mix into bowl; stir in cheese. Sprinkle cold 
water by tablespoonfuls over mix; stir lightly until just damp¬ 
ened. (If necessary, add another one-half tablespoon cold water 
to make dough hold together.) Form into ball. Roll dough out on 
lightly floured board or canvas to form 9xl2-inch rectangle. Cut 
into 1/2-inch strips. Lay half the strips across meat base; weave*, 
remaining strips over and under these. Trim. Bake in preheat 
moderate oven (375°F.) about 45 minutes; let stand 5 minutes 
before cutting.

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The man-in-the-street impact 
c Gov. John A. Volpe’s proposed 
$230,000,000 tax package will hit 
the average citizen deep in his 
pocketbook: 

It includes: 

• A 3 percent limited retail 
sales tax. 

• Dropping the federal and 
state income-tax payments as a 
state income tax deduction. 

• A cut in the basic personal 
income tax exemption from $2,- 
000 to $1,200 hut an increase in 
exemptions for a spouse and de¬ 
pendent children. 

® An extra $600 basic exemp¬ 
tion for a person 65 years of age 
and over. 

@ A 1-cent-a-gallon boost in 
the state gasoline tax and diesel 
oil tax. 

The proposed sales tax. design¬ 
ed to send back to cities and 
towns as extra $100,000,000 in 
net revenue for education pur¬ 
poses. would be modeled after the 
highly successful Connecticut sys¬ 
tem.

Q. Last spring my neighbor’s 
roof leaked because high winds 
blew water between the 
shingles. I plan to have my roof 
redone soon and want to guard 
against such a situation. What 
kind of roof should I have? 

A. We suggest you use self¬ 
sealing asphalt shingles, which 
are made with an adhesive that 
bonds each row of shingles to 
those underneath. According to 
the American Mutual Insurance 
Alliance, an association of in¬ 
surance companies, home own¬ 
ers “can breathe easier when 
nature huffs and puffs if all 
rooftops are battened down 
with wind-resistant shingles.” 
They recommend shingles that 
bear the UL “wind resistant” 
label. * * * 

Q. We are planning to re¬ 
model our kitchen and would 
like to have two ovens. Our 
problem is that the only spot 
available is just about 30 inches 
wide. Is there some way we can 
fit two ovens in this space? 

A. Yes. A new high-oven elec¬ 
tric range with one oven at eye- 
level and one below the sur¬ 
face cooking units will do the 
trick. Many models of this type 
fit in a 30-inch space. Or if you 
have the wall space, you can 
build in an electric double-oven 
unit. The surface cooking ele¬ 
ments drop into a counter top.

Q. What’s the best type of 
window to use over a kitchen 
sink? 

A. A wood casement window 
— it will be easy to open and 
close, and moisture won’t con¬ 
dense on the wood. 


Effects of the income tax 
changes proposed would include:

The 1-cent gas tax hike would 
cost the motorist whose car gives 
him 15 miles to a gallon of gas 
67 cents extra tax for each 1,000 
miles driven. 

Offsetting these tax hike fac¬ 
tors to some degree would be a 
lightening of Ihe property tax 
burden in cities and towns. 

The increased state aid of 
$188,000,000 would mean $15 on 
the average local tax rate, the 
Governor estimated. This could 
mean sizable property tax cuts 
depending on the amount of 
funds used for upgrading educa¬ 
tion and regular municipal spend¬ 
ing.

Attorneys and others who, as 
guardians, have minor children 
in their care are reminded by 
William F. Connors, Manager of 
the Veterans Administration Of¬ 
fice, Boston, that income limita¬ 
tions apply to the right of a 
child to receive a VA pension. 

Unlike adult recipients of pen¬ 
sion, children are not required 
by the VA to fill out and return 
an annual income questionnaire, 
nor does the attorney or guardian 
have to do so on behalf of his 
ward. 

However, if the child’s income 
from sources outside his own 
earnings is more than $1,800 in 
any calendar year, then the child 
is ineligible for VA pension. The 
attorney or guardian should no¬ 
tify the VA in such cases; other¬ 
wise, an overpayment may result 
and the money would have to be 
repaid to the government.

The Veterans Administration 
office in Boston has offered the 
following suggestions to veterans 
and beneficiaries: 

TO VETERANS 

1. Bring a copy of your dis¬ 
charge when first seeking a bene¬ 
fit. 

2. Always use full name and 
address in correpondence. 

3. In writing about claims, al¬ 
ways give your “C” number. 

4. In writing about insurance, 
always give your policy number. 

5. Report changes of address 
promptly to the VA. 

6 . Keep your list of insurance 
beneficiaries up to date. The VA 
can pay insurance only to bene¬ 
ficiaries whose names are on 
record. 

7. Veterans receiving compen¬ 
sation or pension checks can save 
time, money and avoid a lapse by 
having their insurance premiums 
deducted from their monthly bene¬ 
fits checks. 

8 . Other veterans can save time 
and money by paying their insur¬ 
ance quarterly, semi-annually or 
annually. 

TO BENEFICIARIES 

1. When writing about pension 
or compensation give the name of 
the deceased veteran and his 
“XC” number. 

2. When writing about insur¬ 
ance, give the policy number and 
your name in full. 

3. Report change of address 
promptly to the VA. 

4. Feel free to write or visit a 
VA office for assistance in any 
problem.

A. The loss of social security 
benefits occurs because the person 
concerned is not aware of his or 
her rights under the law and does 
not get in touch with the social 
security office until after the loss 
has occurred. Social security bene¬ 
fits can be paid retroactively for 
as much as—hut no more than— 
one year. Because of the technical 
workings of tlve retirement rule, 
it is often possible to pay a hus¬ 
band and wife some benefits for 
a year in spite of earnings as 
substantial as $3400 or $3500 in 
that year. If the worker waits too 
long, he may lose some of these 
payments. It is best to call at the 
social security office several 
months before you reach retire¬ 
ment age, even though you are 
working fulltime, and at any time 
between the ages of 62 and 65. 
You avoid “losing” some of your 
social security benefits.

One-Cent Stamp Where To Buy It — Where To Have It Done 
Goes Airmail! EXPERT SERVICES 


London 

What is believed to be the 
world’s most valuable stamp, one 
sold by a schoolboy for six shil¬ 
lings (84 cents) and now insured 
for' L200.000 ($560,000), was 

flown to London from the United 
States Tuesday. 

The 1856 British Guiana one- 
cent magenta was discovered in 
1S73 by schoolboy collector Ver¬ 
non Vaughan when going through 
some old family correspondence 
in British Guiana. He let it go for 
six shillings. 

Its value rocketed until 1940 
when it was purchased for LI 5,- 
000 ($42,000) by Finbar Kenny,! 
a United States agent acting on j 
-behalf of an unnamed American ! 
collector. 

It is still owned by the Amer¬ 
ican who has lent it for display 
at an exhibition here next month. 
Mr. Kenny arrived at London air¬ 
port with the stamp which was 
insured on the journey for L200,- 
000 .
